Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
upon  the  health  of  your  District  for  the  year  1958,  Not  being 
available,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  not  included. 

The  year  under  review  has  not  produced  any  considerable 
statistical  changes  indicating  either  a depreciation  in,  or  any 
unanticipated  betterment  of  the  Public  Health  state  of  your 
District,  although,  of  course  it  can  be  assumed  that  the  years 
progress  in  re-hPUsing  , producing  as  it  does  bettered  living 
conditions,  wil],  automatically  enhance  the  public’s  well  being 
and  health  st-^te_  not  only  as  to  the  present  twelve  months  but 
progressivloly  as  to  futui'e,  years. 

The  population  at  10,560  shows  the  slight  increase  of 
30  as  compared  with  the  increase  of  80  reflected  by  the  preceding 
year. 


The  Rateable  Value  at  £100,973  compares  with  £9^»590 
and  as  such  is  the  highest  for  three  years.  The  Penny  Rate 
productivity  has  increased  from  £358  to  £378.  14.  3» 

The  number  of  Rateable  precises  after  showing  an 
increase  of  290  for  1957  over  the  preceding  year,  has  shown 
a further  increase  by  433  to  the  current  figure  of  3 >882, 

The  total  number  of  birth  occ^^a^i^ces  has  increased 
from  165  to  195  oud  as  such  produced  a c^r^ted  Birth  Rate 
of  18,8.  This  figure  compares  with  the  Crude  Rate  for  the 
County  as  a whole  of  16,3  and  with  16.4  for  England  and  Wales, 
This  increase  of  30  occurances  compares  with  an  increase  of 
but  two  of  1957  over  1956  and  may  perhaps  be  interpreted  as, 
in  soC’e  measure,  allied  to  bettering  housing  conditions  and 
therefore  be  regarded  as  a pointer  to  yet  further  increased  • 
rates  to  come.  This  relatively  high  Birth  Rate  accenturates 
the  importance  of  future  housing  programr;es  not  merely  in 
relation  to  the  mere  mathematical  aspect  of  overcrowding,  but 
also  in  relation  to  an  infancy  spent  in  slum-type  nf  dwelling. 

Death  occurances  after  showing  an  earlier  diminution 
of  9>  have,  for  the  current  year  increased  by  10  to  158;  but, 
a study  of  the  causes  of  those  deaths  does  not  point  to  any 
particular  environmental  factor.  The  greatest  variations  have 
been  in  the  two  groups  'hypertension  with  heart  disease’  aad 
’other  heart  diseases’  both  of  which  have  produces  equally  an 
increase  of  10  over  the  preceding  year.  The  Cancer  group 
increased  by  one  to  produce  24  deaths.  Tuberculosis  has 
produced  but  two  fatalities. 

The  Corrected  Death  Rate  of  14,7  por  thousand  of 
the  population  compares  with  the  similar  type  of  rate  for  the 
County  of  11,7. 

Of  Infectious  Diseases,  a County-wide  epidemic  of 
mdosles  involved  this  Sanitary  District  to  the  extent  of  272 
cases,  with  no  fatalities,  and  .with  a maximum  incidence  of 
140  in  the  5-9  year  old  age  grouj^.  Of  other  notifiable 


dieec3ses  there  were  two  juvenille  occuronces  of  scarlet  fever 
and  one  of  food  poisoning  in  an  adult  the  cause  of  which  could 
not  be  ascertained.  There  were  59  new  notifications  of 
Tuberculosis  of  which  all  were  Respiratory,  excepting  for 
three.  At_present  the  Tuberculosis  Register  contains  the 
natnes  of  19b  persons  resident  in  this  District,

B.G.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest 
Physiciam  in  collaboration  with  the  County  J/fedical  Officer 
and  his  staff.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination 
of  new-born  infants  born  ^.nto  tuberculous  households  and 
of  tuberculin -negative  ccncacts  of  known  cases.  During 
1958 f 25  such  vaccinations  were  carried  out  in  the  District, 


Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation . 

A total  number  of  S3  children  were  immunised 
for  the  first  time  against  D^nphth-^ria  during  the  year, 
anl  21  were  immunised  against  V’hooping  Cough,

Judging  by  Ih.e  number  of  vaccinations  carried 
out^by  your  District  ftdnoai  Officer(in  his  capacity  of 
Assisstant  County  Ifedical  '•/■fficerj  it  appears  that  the 
public  response  has  boon  ?t.  least  satisfactory.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  public  at  present  "Polio  Vaccination 
consious"  will  not  lose  int'erest  and  lapse  into  a lethargy 
as  to  the  dangers  of  non-protection;  - for,  - the  fact  that 
there  has  been  no  case  occurence  in  this  District  in  the 
current  year  is  no  indication  of  a general  public  immunity, 
as  is  shown  by  the  occurance  of  sparodic  cases  throughout 
the  country  with  no  particular  geographic  distribution.
